CAIRO AND COLUMBUS, 

Our reports from Cairo, this morning, by 
letter and special dispatch, are full of in- 
terest. The movements lock decidedly to 
an early captyre, if indeed there be not an 
Cvyacuation aud early surrender. of Colum- 
bus. General Jolin Pope, at the head of 
10,000 men, is moving down epposite Co- 
lumbas to cyt off retreat in’ that juarter: 
and thete are said to have been movements 
from Paducah to intercept the direct re- 
treat to Memphis. The Columbus rebels 
find themselyes very  inconveriiently 
situated. They are in hot water. No move; 
ment has yet been imade to evacuate the 
piece, but the two arnied visitations of 
Commodore Foote, and the long talks un, 
der a flag of trace, mean something more 
than an exchange of prisoners or the ask-. 
Cairo is on the 
vive for the explanation, and the troops are 
all attention for the word of command that 
Shall cohsummate the promised decd. 
Another Sunday will probably witoess the 
Federal flag on the battlements of Colum- 
bus, but whether with or withont the cost 
of blood the next five days must determine. 
The rame is as good as ours. 


* NURSES FOR CAIRO.” 

We have much esteem for Rev. EB 
Tuttle, and have been aware of iis activity 
and zeal in walks of usefulness in this city, 
but when he sends from Cairo a special 
dispatch to an evening paper in this. city 
apuouncing that “nine nurses are 
ed there at once, we feel disposed to say, 
what we know is the truth, that Rev. Mr. 
Tuttle is “ out of his beat,” and his order 
for nurses is isgned, unsustained by the 
ability to make use of any such numer, 
or of any number. This is stating the case 
plainly, and no less is demanded. The 
whole country is turning with painful in- 
terest towards this very point. Their 
hearts are with our wounded soldiers, and 
there are willing hands enough for the 
work. There are a thousand applicaitons 
being pressed upon those in charge at Cairo 
where one can be made available. and do 
any of our readers need te be told that all 
who are not of service should renain at 
home? Rev. Mr. Tuttle's dispatch is offi- 
cious. and over zealous. We would not 
say this did we not believe it furthermore 
to be mischievous, unintentionally, most 


Tlie facta are that just what has hap- 
pened, the Military Hospitals at Cairo are 
provided against and have madc¢ ready for: 
en ago they prepared for the care of one 
thousand wounded soldiers. The Chicago 
Sanitary Commission, that at St. Louis, and 
other points, have. been called on, aud 
through these the people, and they have re- 
sponded gloriously, and the battles in Ten- 
nessee found everything in readiness. Now 
it is not well to ignore these facts. 
It is not well for anybody unadvisedly to 
diminish the confidence of our loyal citi- 
zens in the work of their own hands, and if 
in that Mr. Tuttle has done so even by im- 
np, we regret it. He has no right to 
summon nurses to Cairo. He could not 
get them there were he to procure them 
here, aid once’at Cairo, there they must re- 
main, for they could get no passes for 
Mound City, or other points above. The 
Chicago Sanitary Commission will send all 
the nurses needed, and the [inois Central 
will pass only these. Let no warm hearted 
and zealous woman be misled. There are 
no nurses wanted at Cairo, and when there 
are it will require no trumpeting of special 
dispatches to bring them. Read what ou 
Chicago Committee say upon the point ; 
and it confirms what we have written be- 
fore. There are no more nurses needed at 
Cairo. What is most needed is that every 
person there, who is not of Cairo, 
“will come away, and this would diminish 
its present population by some thousands.

Ger. of Kansas Impeached. 

The ®0,000 fraud on the State Treasary of 
Kaneas, perpetrated by Gov. Charles Robin 
sun in the sale of war bonds at less than their 
market value, is likely to get him into even 
deeper trouble than mere notoriety. It will 
| be remembered that the bonds were sold to 
Robert 8. Stevens of Lawrence, a member of 
the State Senate, who resold to partics in 
New York ata prodt represented by the tig- 
ures given above. A special committee of 
the Leet+lature baving investigated the mat- 
ter, has reported that the deed waa a wilful 
swindle, and upon their report the House of 
Representatives, last week, unanimously pass- 
ed resolutions impeaching Gov. Robinson, and 
appointed a committee of five, who should, in 
company with the Attorney General, prose- 
cute the impeachment before the Senate. The 
Topeka Record says: 

The unanimous impeachment of the Gu 
nor, Charles Robinson, yesterday, is the first 
instawee of similar action im the hist: ory of the 
United States. Very many will be astonish 
ed at the coathennnt involving the Auditor 
and Secretary in the ewindling transaction. 
The offense charged is one of the gravest nature, 
and which, if proved. should bring down upon all 
concerned. the severest penalty that can be inflict- 
ed by an outraged pex ep yw one from which we 
hope the aceneed will have every opportunity for 
vindication. which will doubt.

The Major General Béiieneding the De- 
partmpent desires to impress upon the ofttcers 
the importance of the preservation of good 
order and discipline among their troops, as 
the troops of the West advauce into Tenaessee 
and other Southern States. 

Let us show our fellow citizens of those 
States, that we come merely to crush out re- 
bellion, and réstore to them peace and the 
benefits of the Constitution and the U nion, ef 
which they have been deprived by selfish, un- 
principled leaders. They have been told that 
we come to oppressand plunder. By our acts 
we will undeceive them. We will show to 
them that we come to restore, not to violate 
the Constitution and laws. 

In restoring to them the glorious flag of the 
Union, we will assure them (hat they shall en- 
joys under its folds, the same protection of 

e and property as in former days. 

Soldiers, let no excesses on your part tarnish 
the glory ot our arms. Orders heretofore is- 
sued in this Department in regard to pillaging, 
marauding, destraction of private property, 
and stéaling td the concealment of slaves 
must be strictly enforced.

At Lebanon we halted and made ample pre- 
paration for a great battle, being here joined 


by all the troops that were to take part in this

drove them fm confusion from the field. 
Many of our troops belng so far behind, and 
it being nearly dark, a halt was ordered until 
morning. \At daylight next moruing our 
troops advanced ln three divisions, uader 
Gens, Davis, Sigel and Asboth. 

Soun after we learned that an Iowa regiment 
bad taken Springfield, Price having packed ap 
if the night and made a hasty retreat towards 
Wiisen’s Creck. We continued our march 
through the town and found his cawp fires 
pill burning, and the numbers of camps and 
houses be had occupied showed him to have a 
large foree. 

All that could not be carried away was 
burned, and in every house were indications 
of a hasty retreat. Guns, wagons and goods 
that could not be drawn were, after having 
been mutilated, thrown upon the road to 
lighten theirloads.

THE FARM AND CARDEN. 


Coffee--What it Is, and what 
it is Not-its prematare appearance, 


Cuampaton, Feb. 17, 1862 

Since writing the notice of the above named 
coffee, grown by Mr. Huffman of E-Mingham, 
we have received from him epecimens of the 
berries, a portion of which we enclose here- 
with. You will observe that the form, color 
and elize of the berry somewhat resembles 
the seed of the sweet orange. The berry is 
enveloped Ia a thin skin, which is of nearly a 
pure white, end has a wrinkled or rengh ap- 
pearance, much like other members of the 
leguminous family. It is two lobed, easily 
splitting inte two equal perts, somewhat sim- 
flar to that of coffee. The size of the berry is 
that of an ordinary-pea, flesh of a bright goldea 
color, is bard, and in its raw etate has a de- 
cided pos taste, and we should consider it as 
destitute of any of the real properties of coffee 
os that‘of the rommon field pea that isso 
commonly uscd #0 adulterate the pure berry, 
Mr. H. heaving the kindness te send us just 
fifty seeds fer one dollar, we cannot give it « 
triel in the way of a cup of coffee, as we not 
only send you samples, but have also mailed 
specimens to an eminent botanist to ace ff he 
can make out the plant. Thus you will 
eee that we are unable to settle the 
most important point in regard to its talue,
